Grenades Taken From 
Rebels Are Blamed 

PARIS. — Munitions taken 
from the revolutionary band 
C. S. A. R. today sent 14 men 
to their deaths in terrific ex¬ 
plosions which wrecked the iso¬ 
lated municipal pyrotechnic labor¬ 
atory in Villejuif, a Paris suburb. 

The blasts came as thousands 
of confiscated hand grenades were 
being loaded into army trucks for 
removal to the artillery park at 
Versailles. 

The (lead included five soldiers, 
three civilian laborers, three chem¬ 
ists, two police inspectors and one 
police chauffeur. Ten persons 
were injured. 

ONLY WITNESS 

One of these, a chemist named 
Gerard, was the only eye witness. 
He was standing on a knoll in 
the wooded laboratory grounds 
and suffered face bums. 

"I have lived through a night¬ 
mare and the awakening was 
atrocious,” he said. ■: ' 

■’It was just 9:30. ' V military 
crew from Versailles was begin¬ 
ning to carry the munitions to 
two trucks when the explosion 
happened. Instinctively I threw 
myself to the ground. 

“When I got up I saw about 
me only the trucks in flames and 
tangled iron and steel, all smok¬ 
ing. As for the men, they had 
disappeared.” 

BODIES IN TREKS

ers at work in a laboratory build¬

WASHINGTON. LD—A usually 
well-informed authority said today 
Justlr« Cardozo had notified Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt Informally of an in¬ 
tention to retire from the supreme 
court, but that the chief executive 
had urged him to remain. 

The justice, before he became 
seriously ill. was reported to have 
sent word to the President through 
frifnds that he believed his health 
would not permit him to serve 
longer. 

Mr. Roosevelt was described as 
having proposed that Cardozo 
withhold action until he recovers 
and then determine whether he 
feels in shape to continue. 

’There has been talk among his 
friends in congress of passing a 
special act to give him full re’.ire- 
ment benefits. The New Yoilier 
has served only since 1932 and so 
would not be eligible for retire¬ 
ment pay under the present law, 
which requires 10 years’ service.

GENEVA. (iPl—The big and the 
small nations of the league split 
1 today over whether to keep sanc¬ 
tions provisions in the covenant. 

The smaller nations favored 
junking the "punitive” Article 16, 
as the league council began its 
100th session. The article pro¬ 
vides for economic sanctions 
against nations committing “an 
act of war" and for possible mili¬ 
tary action by league powers. 

The larger powers wanted to 
keep sanctions as part of the 
league framework, and Foreign 
Ministers Anthony Eden of Britain 
and Yvon Delbos of France were 
reported determined to uphold 
them in council debate. 

There was some indication of 
compromise with the anti-sanc¬ 
tions nations, who in the past have 
contended that sanctions worked 
economic hardship again.st the na¬ 
tions applying them as well as 
against the aggressor to be 
punished. 

The compromise would be an 
unofficial understanding freeing 
league nations from any obligation 
to apply sanctions, but leaving 
provision for it within the league 
covenant. 

Today's council session was pri¬ 
vate, and in ensuing public ses¬ 
sions most of the attending for¬ 
eign ministers were expected to 
make general statements renewing 
pledges of faith in league prin¬ 
ciples—these in answer to Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan who have 
left the league. 


40 More Warships 
Seen for Protection 


WASHINGTON. (,Pi—Congres¬ 
sional leaders placed a broad pro¬ 
gram to strengthen land, sea and 
air defenses near the top of their 
calendar today, although the de¬ 
tails remained a secret. 

Chairmen of five house com¬ 
mittees, who discussed the “whole 
defense layout” with President 
Roosevelt yesterday, indicated he 
would ask congress in a few days 
for additional funds for both the 
army and navy. 

Representative Taylor (D,, Colo.) 
one of the conferees, said the 
message probably would merely 
outline what he deemed necessary 
for the reinforcement of the army 
services, leaving details to con¬ 
gress, 

NAVY EXPANSION 

Mr. Roosevelt told Taylor a few 
weeks ago that world events 
“which have caused me growing 
concern” might necessitate expan¬ 
sion of the navy. Talk of legisla¬ 
tion to authorize about 40 addi¬ 
tional warships of all types has 
persisted in congressional circles.

Sitton, Ames Defend 
Management, Policy 

One by one they tacked Super¬ 
visor N. E. West’s attacks against 
the juvenile home on the Citizens’ 
Forum wall and .shot them full of 
holes. 

Superior Judge H. G. Ame.s, bit¬ 
ter foti of the Laguna supervesor 
in the battle over administration 
of the home, and Chairman Albert 
Sitton of the home committee rid¬ 
dled We.st’s as.sertiuiis with care¬ 
free abandon before a crowd of ,33 
partisan spectators. 

Said Ames: 

"I have no control over the 
juvenile home—but if I had I 
should have done exactly as the 
probation committee has. I re¬ 
gret Supervisor West is not here 
to hear this. . . 

AMES’ “VICTORY” 

Ames referred fleetingly to his 
"victory” won over West and the 
supervisors, "under coercion, as it 
were,” when the board consented 
to his appointment of Dr. Edward 
Lee Rus.sell as psychiatrist for 
juvenile cases. 

"They didn't daie deny the re¬ 
quest," he said. "They knew if 
they had I would have appointed 
an individual psychiatrist for each 
case as it came up." 

Dr. Russell, earning $.1600 a 
year from the county, recently 
was appointed on a two-day a 
week basis as home p.sychiatrist. 
after a bitter battle between Ames 
and the board. 
flONTRADICTED W EST 

Sitton. for 30 yeans a member of 
the juvenile committee, and chair¬ 
man for the past three, quickly 
reviev.'ed the internal workings of 
the home, then devoted the major 
portion of his talk to denial, one 
of the assertions made by west in 
a forum address three weeks ago 
attacking the home administra¬ 
tion. He labelled West’s remarks 
as "unjust criticism, not backed 
I up by facts." 

I "The speaker siiid," continued 
Sitton. "that the home is llie most 
! mismanaged institution in the 
j county. This Is not true. The facts 
' speak for themselves. Ninety per 
I cent of the boys leaving the home 
' have made good, 
i .S .500 PER YEAR 
! "The sjieaker said we .sjien'! 

I $500 per capita per year on our 
I inmates. Actually, if we took each 
inmate regardless of the length of 
time he sta.yod, the figure would 
be $68.75 per capita. On the ba- 
-sis of the total number of days, 
the figure is orly $295.56. Flvery 
other county spends in the neigh- 
j horhood of $600 a year. I don't 
know where the speaker got his 
facts. 

"The speaker said no counties 
spend more on their juvenile home 
th.an Orange. Actually there are 
only one or two counties in the 
state who do not spend murh 
more. 

BAf liS OFFK ERS 

"The speaker .said our officers 
were not well pickeri. What does 
he mean? Is he backing his judg¬ 
ment against that of the board? 

"He .said the superintendent had 
no exjierience. The .superintenfi- 
ent lo whom he referred came lo 
us from the San Diego juvenile 
home, where he had acquired years 
of experience. 

"He spoke of butchers, and of 
bartenders. I never have been able 
to find the bartender And as for 
butchers, Mr. Germany (the jircs- 
enl superintendent) lias many bet¬ 
ter qualities than a college degree. 
There are more important things 
than education. I refer to a Chris¬ 
tian character and a clean life, 
t RITU'IS.M L'NF.VIR 

"To a certain extent it is true 
our employes have had no special¬ 
ized training for their work, hut 
we have recruited them from Boy 
Scout, church and school work. 
None has a college degree; a col¬ 
lege-trained man won't work 16 
hours a day six days a week for 
$65 a month and that’s all we 
can pay. 

"The speaker’s criticisms are an 
unjust attempt to break down the 
work being done. He has been 
unfair." 

Considerable discussion last

The Pacific Coast conference in¬ 
tends to preclude, by legislative 
action at its June meeting, the 
possibility of a recurrence of the 
ticket distribution system that 
marked the 1938 contest between 
the Universal of California and 
Alabama. 

Prof. Hugh Willett of the Uni¬ 
versity of .Southern California, 
secretary of the conference, says 
the confei'ence “is and always has 
been anxious to protect the rights 
of the public” in the distribution 
of tickets for the post-.season 
game. 

Tickets were not offered to the 
public this year. The University 
of California management, after 
extending its invitation to Ala 
bama, announced It would exer¬ 
cise its right under conference 
rules and offer to its students and 
alumni the right to buy blocks of 
six tickets each. 

Because California has one of 
the largest alumni groups in the 
nation, the general public was ex¬ 
cluded from the game. Pasadena 
residents, althougn their city was 
host, officially, could not get seats. 
Some of the criticism of the ticket 
distribution was directed at Pasa¬ 
dena, and its officials had to point 
out that the University of Califor¬ 
nia, not Pasadena, was in charge 
of the tickets.

EDITORIAL POLICY 

The editorial policy of the pa¬ 
per, as expressed in the first issue, 
is worth consideration today; 

‘In politics, The Statesman will 
take a calm and dispassionate, 
though firm and decided stand . . . 
so long as we have a head to 
think and a hand to write. We 
are determined to hold ourselves 
aloof from collision with editors 
who deal in abuse and scurrility. 

That man who does not patron¬ 
ize the press in this country has 
indeed: 

“ ‘No music in his soul.* 

"And it may be said of the fam¬ 
ily that does not welcome one of 
these winged couriers of intelli¬ 
gence within its precincts, that 
“ ‘Shadon'H, clouds and dark¬ 
ness rest ui>on them!’ ” 

That, as is said today, is telling 
them. 

The familiar newspaper antip¬ 
athy to spoiling a good story for 
the sake of such a trivial thing as 
a fact, existed in 1833. Here's a 
Vermont weather item: 

WEATHER ITE.5I 

“Dame Earth hath flung aside 
her white garments and put on a 
dun covering of mud. If we 
emerge from our sanctum we are 
immersed in mud — it is mud 
whether we go forward or back— 
it is mud, upon the right hand and 
upon the left—it is one wide ocean 
of mud. 

"Since penning the above the 
aspect of outdoor affairs is mate¬ 
rially changed for the better but 
far be it from us to spoil a para¬ 
graph for the weather’s sake.” 

There’s a chuckle, too, in the 
editorial comment on a Democratic 
victory in Connecticut: 

"It must have been a proud day 
to the true hearts of old Connec¬ 
ticut which witnessed the triumph 
of Democracy within her borders. 
When shall we be able to say of 


Vermont that she has returned to 
first principles? Something whis¬ 
pers us, that from the signs of 
the times it will not always be 
with Vermont as it now is.” 

The whisper was Indeed faint. 

Santa Ana’s education bill would 
have sounded like a war debt in 
1833. A "High School for Ladies 
and Gentlemen” is advertised, 
where, "a boarding home will be 
kept under the supervision of the 
principal, for $1.25 (correct) per 
week, including washing, lights 
and room. Terms: for Greek, Lat¬ 
in, French and German, $4 per 
quarter; all other branches, $3.” 

SCANDAL TOO 

There was scandal, too. Seven 
solid columns in one issue is de¬ 
voted to testimony in th^ trial of 
Rev. Ephraim K. Avery at New¬ 
port, R. I., for the murder of Sar¬ 
ah Maria Cornell on Dec. 20, 1832. 
Rev. Mr. Avery was acquitted, but 
the case was, to say the least, 
"hot news” and in a succeeding 
issue there is a paragraph noting 
the murder of a Vermont hou.se- 
wife whose untimely demise was 
indirectly due to her husband’s 
being too engrossed in reading the 
Avery trial to walk from the house 
with her. 

A traveler returned from Mex¬ 
ico was grieyously upset by the 
fondness of the women for ciga- 
rets. He complains: 

"Fancy what would be your own 
feelings upon entering a room to 
make a bow to a collection of 
Heaven’s last best gifts, and find¬ 
ing them like so many Venuses en¬ 
sconced behind a cloud. It is not 
only from the mouth that the fum¬ 
ing torrent flows, but it is also 
snorted in volumes from the nose, 
as the whale spouts salt water 
from his nostrils.” 

LABOR TROUBLES 

Labor troubles were much sim¬ 
pler then: 

“The journeymen shoe makers 
on Thursday struck for higher 
wages on ladies’ work, and refused 
to draw another stitch until their 
demands were complied with. The 
bosses immediately yielded and 
business proceeds harmoniously.” 

A fashion note: 

"It is said that the large balloon 
sleeves of ladies’ dresses are about 
to go out of fashion. This will 
have an essential influence upon 
the dry goods market and will af¬ 
fect stage fare, pew rent, etc.” 

Texas wasn't so hot in 1833. A 
settler, ruined by “the inundation 
of the Brazoo,” writes: 

"Gloom and melancholy over¬ 
shadows everything on which the

mind can be occupied In this mis¬ 
erable country, to be clear of 
which now seems to be the only 
vista to any prosperity or any 
good In life.” 

HARD TIMES 

■When hard times came a knock¬ 
ing at the door, there was no fed¬ 
eral, state or county relief to take 
the rap. Here is the story of a 
Vermont farmer, aged 65, pub¬ 
lished under date of June 12, 1834: 

“I profess myself to be an hon¬ 
est farmer. I see with great grief 
that all the country Is affected as 
well as myself. Everyone is com¬ 
plaining and telling their griev¬ 
ances, hut they do not tell how 
their troubles came upon them. I 
know it is common for people to 
throw the blame of their own mis¬ 
deeds upon others or at least to 
excuse themselves of the charge. 

"At 22 I married me a wife, and 
a good working woman she was. 
We took a farm of 40 acres on 
rent. By industry we gained 
ahead fast. In 10 j-ears I was able 
to buy me a farm of 60 acres, 1 
never spent more than $10 a year, 
which was for salt, nails, and the 
like. Nothing to eat. wear or 
drink was purchased, as my farm 
produced all. 

‘MUST HAVE’ MONEY 

“After my second daughter wa.s 
courted, my wife says: '1 must 
have some money and go to town.” 

"However, wife goes to town and 
returns with a calico gown, a 
callmanco petticoat, a set of stone 
tea cups, half a dozen pewter tea¬ 
spoons and a tea-kettle. 

“In three years more my third 
daughter has a spark, wife comes 
again for the purse, but when she 
returned from town what did I 
see? A silken gown, silk for a 
cloak, a looking glass, China tea 
gear and a hundred other things 
with the empty purse. 

“Now, sir, this has gone on sev¬ 
eral years, and has brought hard 
times into my family. I am de¬ 
termined to alter my way of liv¬ 
ing. Not one thing to eat, drink 
or wear shall come into my house 
which is not raised on my farm, 
or in the parish, or in the country, 
except salt and iron work. No 
tea, sugar, coffee or rum. I shall 
then, Mr. Printer, live and die with 
a good conscience.” 

And that was the hard times of 
a century ago.

Wl — The Ethiopian 
legation in a .statement today as¬ 
serted 6993 Italian and A.skari sol¬ 
diers and 16 officers were killed 
in battles the last two months in 
$53* I North and Northwest Ethiopia. 

The legation, which represents 
the vanquished government of the 
exiled Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, 
declared Ethiopian resistance to 
Italian forces was continuing.

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Medical Aid for Average Family 

Death of Baby Armez and the asserted investigation 
of matters at the county hospital by the grand jury turns 
the spotlight once more on medical economics and how 
they affect the average family. 

Mr. and Mrs. Santa Ana and their children—the av¬ 
erage family—don’t get enough medical service. 

It doesn’t take a detective to find cases where some 
member of an average family has suffered preventable 
illness, misery and perhaps premature death because the 
money wasn’t available to pay for proper care. 

The rich and moderately well-to-do can buy all they 
need. 

The indigent can get it free at tax-supported hos¬ 
pitals, like our county institution. 

But the average family in the moderate or low in¬ 
come bracket—and that is where mo.st of us are—either 
does without or tries to get by with insufficient attention. 

Various remedies have been proposed. There is so¬ 
cialized or state medicine, where treatment and hospitali¬ 
zation is free to all, like education; and paid for out of 
taxes. This is here in one form already, with Army and 
Vavy and all tax-supported hospitals furnishing examples. 

There are group medical plans, which call for $10 or 
$12 a year premium with doctor and hospital room and 
expenses paid for 2 or 3 months in case of illness. The 
Roos-IjOOS clinic in Los Angeles, with some 15,000 mem¬ 
bers who pay $2 a month is an outstanding example of 
"his type. 

There is the standard type of health insurance, which 
mary families carry who can afford it. 

And there is a general extension of government health 
service into a broader field, so as to make medical treat¬ 
ment available to the average family at the smallest pos¬ 
sible cost. 

This latter course seems to us to be well worth study 
of interested groups. 

Extension of this activity could very well start with 
the county government, since there is already a basis for 
it here in the county hospital. 

A careful survey might reveal ways and means for 
enlarging the county health service to take in many more 
citizens than it now serves without the necessity of pau¬ 
per’s oaths and other restrictions which neither apply to 
nor should apply to members of the average Orange 
county family.

Police Departments in Bad PIia:ht 

An early trial is in prospect for Police Chief Howard 
on the lottery ticket smuggling conspiracy charge. 

This is fortunate, especially in view of the Chief’s 
refusal to take a leave of absence from active duty while 
the federal accusation is pending. 

The sooner the affair is cleared up, the better. 

Southern California presents a sorry spectacle with 
charges against high police officials registered far and 
wide. 

In Los Angeles certain officers are accused of a bomb 
plot, while others are under suspicion of grafting on the 
pitiable earnings of fallen women. 

The police chief of Arcadia has been suspended by the 
city council of that community for his alleged part in a 
bookie set-up at the Santa Anita track. 

About a year ago a national poll revealed that be¬ 
trayal of public office is considered a greater offense than 
murder, because it brings misery not to individuals alone, 
but sometimes to thousands. 

So far there has not been enough evidence presented 
to determine the guilt or innocence of the defendants. 

It is not the business of the public or a newspaper 
to try to decide the case in advance. 

But the truth should be learned at all costs, and 
Southern California should go from top to bottom in 
cleaning up her police departments wherever a cleaning 
is in order.

Due to a queer loop in the think¬ 
ing of a people who have always 
regarded poverty as a handicap, 
there is a disposition nowadays to 
excuse the errors of the scions and 
scionesses of the idle rich on the 
ground that wealth, too, is detri¬ 
mental to character and an ob¬ 
stacle to individual achievement. 

This argument was advanced in 
a court case in Oklahoma a few 
years ago on behalf of a spoiled 
young man accused of a serious 
sin. It was contended that be¬ 
cause he had never had to do 
chores in his spare time and had 
always had pocket money from his 
parents he had never had a chance 
and should be judged as leniently 
as though he had been born in the 
most degraded poverty and raised 
without a proper appreciation of 
the difference between right and 
wrong. 

The same apology is frequently 
offered for that element of young 
bar flies of both sexes who make 
up the children’s auxiliary of the 
night club society of New York 
and Palm Beach,

HARD TO PLKA.se 

Social workers insist that when 
families are disrupted by poverty 
and drink the children’s chances 
in life are seriously impaired and 
the man or woman who rises from 
such environment to a position of 
leadership and wealth in the com¬ 
munity is recognized, briefly, at 
least, as a remarkable person and 
saluted with a nice biographical 
piece in some magazine. Before 
long, to be sure, the same person 
may be accused of having forgot 
his or her difficult beginning and 
charged with trampling on the 
necks of the masses on the way 
up the slope. It is difficult to 
plea-se. 

According to the reasoning 
which regards poverty, squalor 
and drunkenness in the family cir¬ 
cle as a handicap to the young, the 
children of the rich would appear 
to be ideally situated and without 
excuse for failure. But it cannot 
be denied that in many cases the 
home life of the rich has points in 
common with that of the very 
poor. There is likewise to be 
liquor trouble in the penthouse as 
well as in the cold water tenement 
of the slums, the only difference 
being in the quality of the grog. 

Many rich children are neglect¬ 
ed, too, and it is hardly necessary 
to call names to remind anyone 
who reads the papers of families in 
wliich both the father and mother 
have gone romancing and set their 
scions and scionesses an example 
which, in the case of the poor 
family, would be regarded as most 
immoral. This example is the 
worse because it usually orems 
about the time of life when the 
scions and scionesses are begin- 
i ning to keep track of the score, 
but a social worker would not 
think of intruding to mend things 
for the sake of the bairns. They 
probably are away at school, any¬ 
way, or might be playing about in 
Europe. 

• • « 

BI.SING ABOVE WEALTH 

It is often said of one of the 
most profligate young drunkards 
of the day that he was all right as 
long as his father lived and kept 
him at work for comparatively 
small wages. His raising had been 
good, but when he got his in¬ 
heritance he put his affairs in the 
hands of a responsible house so as 
to have no distracting cares and 
set himself to the work of becom¬ 
ing a bum. In this he has achieved 
a famous success, but he gets no 
credit for that, and is generally 
regarded as a horrible example of 
the evil effects of wealth on a 
young man. 

A famous young woman of great 
riches is held blameless for the 
condition of the people to whom 
she owes her wealth on the ground 
that she never had a chance to 
take a job herself, even as an 
amateur, and doesn’t know, except, 
in the vaguest way, that people 
work. 

And while effoits are made to 
improve the condition of the poor 
and underprivileged youth so that 
they may not become bums or 
criminals, efforts are made also 
in some of the schools to which 
rich men send their young to 
simulate the plainne.ss of the 
freshwater school in which the 
students work their way by press¬ 
ing pants and serving as waiters 
and dishwashers. 

One even hears of rich individ¬ 
uals who have “risen above” their 
environment to become useful, 
one-wife citizens, a puzzling twist 
indeed, suggesting that the over- 
privileged also have legitimate 
claim on the nation’s personal 
management, solicitude and in¬ 
dividual service lest they come to 
no good end.
